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EVOLUTION OF THE 
SCHOOL LIBRARY ASSOCIATION OF CALIFORNIA

The School Library Association of California came into being with the full 
stature of a going concern, by the simple process of amalgamating two independent 
associations into one. These two associations had carried on for some two decades 
as the California School Library Association, Southern Section, and California 
School Library Association, Northern Section. From the beginning they had been 
in close communication and cooperation. It was their custom to hold at least one 
or two council meetings each year simultaneously, at which time it was possible to 
consult together, by long distance telephone, on matters of common policy, before 
taking action. This was not so complicated as it may sound when there were few 
such matters of policy to be considered. But as both associations grew larger, and 
more and more such matters of policy kept turning up, the arrangement grew in- 
creasingly cumbersome. 


In addition, there was the matter of representation in national organizations. 
Since it was usual for a state to have one association to represent it, the national 
organizations found it difficult to understand why California was represented by two. 


It had been the custom of the two associations to hold one joint meeting each 
year, alternating the place of meeting between North and South. At these joint 
meetings the visiting president presided, and minutes were recorded by both secre- 
taries. When the state Bulletin began publication, the editorship and business man- 
agement alternated between North and South. 


One can readily see that, as the joint business of the two associations increased, 
the added burden upon the two presidents, as well as upon the secretaries and treas- 
urers, became increasingly heavy. It seemed inevitable that one association should be 
formed with a separate set of officers to take on this work. 


The present set-up, of two sectional divisions with separate officers and coun- 
cils, the annual state meeting alternating in location, the alternating of the presi- 
dency between North and South, with the same arrangement for Bulletin editorship 
and management, is merely a continuation of the precedent established before the 
state association was formed. 


This arrangement makes possible frequent meetings of school librarians, north 
and south, without the necessity of traveling prohibitive distances. It enables the 
state officers to keep in close touch with the membership without the burden of 
planning and conducting a multitude of meetings. They are thus free to give their 
full energies to consideration of those problems which are of statewide or even of 
national or international importance. 


It can be seen that the School Library Association of California was a gradual 
evolution from the modest beginning of two sectional associations. As it seems to 
meet admirably the complications and difficulties inherent in the peculiar geography 
of our state, shall we conclude that it was a case of the founding fathers (this time 
the founding mothers) building better than they knew?

CONSTITUTION OF THE 
SCHOOL LIBRARY ASSOCIATION OF CALIFORNIA 


(Adopted October 20, 1935. Revised March 1, 1943, November 17, 1946, and October 1947) 


ARTICLE I 
Name: 

The name of this Association shall. be 

School Library Association of California. 
ARTICLE II 
Object: 

The object of the Association shall be to 
further the professional interests and stand- 
ards of libraries and librarians in educational 
institutions in California. 


ARTICLE III 
Administration: 


Section 1. 
Association. 


Administration of the state 


a. The Association shall consist of two 
sections, a northern and a southern section. 
The southern section shall consist of Mono, 
Inyo, Tulare, Kern and all counties south. 
The northern section shall consist of Fresno, 
Kings, Monterey and all counties north. 

b. The officers of the State Association 
shall be a president, a vice president, a secre- 
tary, a treasurer, a director, a Bulletin editor, 
an associate Bulletin editor, and a state pub- 
licity chairman. These officers shall alternate 
annually between the northern and the south- 
ern sections; the president, secretary, Bulletin 
editor, and state publicity chairman coming 
from one; the vice president, treasurer, di- 
rector, and associate Bulletin editor from the 
other. These officers with the addition of 
the section presidents, shall constitute the 
state executive board. The president, vice- 
president, secretary, treasurer, Bulletin editor 
and associate Bulletin editor shall be elected 
from the membership at large of the state 
Association. The director shall be the retiring 
state president. The publicity chairman shall 
be appointed by the president. Should a 
permanent vacancy occur among tthe state 
officers, the board of directors of the section 
represented shall name a successor. 

c. (Duties of state officers) It shall be 
the duty of the state executive board to ad- 
minister all business of state-wide scope. The 
state president shall assume responsibility for 
annual meeting of the Association. The state 
president shall be the representative of the 
Association on the California Council of 
Education. In the event of the temporary 
absence of the state president, the president 
of the presiding section shall assume the 
duties of that office. The vice-president shall 
assume the duties of the state budget chair- 
man. The director shall assume the duties of 
state professional chairman. All state officers 
shall be expected to attend their section 
council meetings. 


Administration of sections. 


a. The officers of the section shall consist 
of a president, a vice-president, a secretary, 
a treasurer, and a director (the retiring 
president of the preceding year). These of- 
ficers shall constitute the board of directors 
of the section. 

b. The president shall perform the duties 
usually pertaining to that office. She shall 
appoint all committee chairmen, and shall be 
an ex-officio member of all committees. The 
president shall appoint a nominating com- 
mittee that shall report to her the names 
of nominees for offices of the section. The 
nominating committee of the two sections 
shall nominate the officers for the state As- 
sociation. One or more candidates may be 
named for each office. Ballots may be cast 
by mail, at a time to be designated by the 
section president, and prior to the annual 
meeting of the section. 

c. The vice-president shall act in the capac- 
ity of the president in the absence of the 
president. 

d. The secretary shall perform the duties 
usually pertaining to that office. Minutes of 
the section meetings, and of meetings held 
by the advisory council shall be exchanged 
by the secretaries of the sections. 

e. The treasurer shall perform the duties 
usually pertaining to that office. 

f. It shall be the duty of the director to 
act in an advisory capacity to the incoming 
president. She shall also serve as parliamen- 
tarian and legislative adviser. 

g. In case of a vacancy occurring on the 
board of directors of the section, the presi- 
dent shall name a successor. 

h. There shall be an advisory council for 
each section composed of the officers of the 
section and heads of all standing commit- 
tees. This council shall meet at the call of 
the president. 


Section 2. 


ARTICLE IV 
Membership: 

Section 1. Active, voting membership 
shall be limited to those teachers or librarians 
employed in schools in California, or those 
certificated for school library work and not 
employed in any other type of library, or 
those members of teacher training institutions 
who direct in library work. 

Section 2. Associate membership is open 
to persons who are interested in the activities 
of the Association upon the payment of 
Association dues. 

Section 3. Persons who have rendered 
important service to library interests, or to 
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the cause of education in general, may, upon 
the recommendation of the state executive 
board, be elected to honorary membership in 
the Association. The sections may, upon 
recommendation of their executive boards, 
elect honorary members to their respective 
sections. 
ARTICLE V 

Meetings: 

Section 1. The annual state meeting of 
the Association shall be held at a time and 
place to be designated by the state president. 

Section 2. General meetings of the sec- 
tions shall be called by the board of directors 
of the sections concerned, the time and place 
of meeting to be designated by them. Each 
section shall hold an annual meeting in the 
spring. 

ARTICLE VI 
*Dues: 

Section 1. The annual dues of the As- 

sociation, covering the school year, shall be 


one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50), payable 


to the section treasurers. This fee shall in- 
clude subscription to the Bulletin of the 
Association. (See By-Law No. 8.) 

Section 2. Ten per cent of the dues col- 
lected by each section shall be deposited with 
the state treasurer to be used to defray the 
expenses of the annual state meeting. All 
other state-wide expenditures shall be au- 
thorized by the board of directors of each 
section before being incurred. 


ARTICLE VII 
Local Groups: 


Local groups composed of members of 
the Association residing in any town or city, 
or in adjacent communities, may be formed 
upon application to board of directors of 
the section where they are located. Such 
groups may elect their own officers, and 
hold meetings at their discretion. 


ARTICLE VIII 


Cooperation With Other Associations: 

The Association may, by majority vote of 
its membership, cooperate and form alliances 
with other educational and library associa- 
tions whenever such cooperation or alliance 
shall seem desirable. This association is an 
affiliated body of the California Teachers 
Association, represented on the California 
Council of Education. 


ARTICLE IX 
Amendments: 


Section 1. The constitution of this As- 
sociation may be amended at the annual state 
meeting, upon the favorable vote of three- 
fifths of the active members present, pro-

of the Association (balloted by mail). 


vided a copy of all proposed amendments 
shall have been mailed to all members at 
least one month prior to this meeting. A 
petition to place an amendment before the 
Association must be signed by five members 
and filed with the board of directors of 
each section two months prior to the annual 
meeting. 


Section 2. At any time during the year 
an amendment approved by the board of 
directors of both sections may be presented 
for ballot by mail. Such amendments must 
receive favorable vote of three-fifths of the 
active membership. 


Section 3. By-laws may be adopted and 
amended by a two thirds vote of the state 
executive board, or a majority vote of the 
members present at an annual state meeting. 


BY-LAWS 


1. In the California State Library at 
Sacramento shall be deposited a complete 
file of the Bulletin of the School Library 
Association of California, and other material 
of historical value. 


2. The business manager and subscription 


editor of the Bulletin and the A. L. A. 
Council representative may attend the state 
executive board meetings as non-voting mem- 
bers. The latter may also attend either sec- 
tion council meeting in an advisory capacity. 


3. The fiscal year of the Association shall 
end on June 30th. The state treasurer's books 
shall be audited each year before the first 
day of July by a committee appointed by the 
state president. This committee shall be in 
the same section as the treasurer. After 
auditing this report, members of this com- 
mittee and the treasurer shall affix their sig- 
natures. 


4. Officers shall take office as of July 1. 


5. All state business shall be presented to 
each section council by a state officer be- 
longing to that section. 


6. The state Professional Committee shall 
consist of the section professional chairman 
and the state director, who shall be chairman 
of the state committee. 


7. The state publicity chairman shall ap- 
point two other members; one from each 
section, to serve on the state Publicity Com- 
mittee. 


8. (Art. VI, Sec. 1 changed to By-Law 
No. 8, balloted by mail, Oct., 1947.) 


The annual dues of the Association, cover- 
ing the school year, shall be two ($2.00) 
dollars, payable to the section treasurers. This 
fee shall include subscription to the Bulletin 
of the Association.
